Trust hit with 
£500k bill for 


carer’s killing

AN NHS trust was fined and ordered 
to pay costs of almost half a million 
pounds for placing a bipolar sufferer 
in a care home where he went on to 
stab to death a female care worker. 

The Hertfordshire NHS Trust 
breached health and safety regula¬ 
tions by not carrying out a proper 
risk assessment on Stephen Flatt 
before he was transferred to the care 
home in Dunstable. 

The owner of the facility, 58-year- 
old Chelvanayagam Menna, was also 
fined £75,000 and ordered to pay 
costs of £388,996 for breaching 
health and safety regulations and 
failing to ensure the safety of staff 
and residents at Abacus House, in 
Princes Street. 

Flatt, who suffered from bipolar 
disorder, arrived at the home in July 
2007 at the age of 55. 

The following month he stabbed 
care worker Kathleen Bainbridge 
(pictured), 58, to death and attacked 
and seriously wounded her col¬ 
league Barbara Hill, who Luton 
Crown Court heard is still suffering 
from post traumatic stress disorder. 

Judge Michael Baker QC said: “The 
failure of duty by the Trust and Mr 
Menna have led to the death of a 
dedicated carer, Kathleen 
Bainbridge and devastated the lives 
of her husband and family. The 



heartache continues even now.” He 
fined the Trust £150,000 and ordered 
it to pays costs of £326,345. 

The judge said the death of Mrs 
Bainbridge, of Farley Hill, Luton, 
could have been avoided if the risks 
presented by Flatt had been properly 
assessed and the shortcomings of 
Abacus House recognised. That 
would have meant Flatt would never 
have been sent there, he said. 

The sentencings came after the 
Trust and Menna were found guilty 
after a trial which ended in June of 
breaching health and safety regula¬ 
tions. 

Throughout the eight-week trial 
the prosecution maintained Flatt 


should never have been sent there 
because it was not geared up to treat 
and look after anyone with bipolar, 
disorder which Flatt suffered from. 

Flatt, from St Albans, could be 
aggressive and violent and in the 
past had carried offensive weapons. 
He had been known to exhibit sexu¬ 
ally inappropriate behaviour to 
women. 

In early 2007 Flatt was sectioned 
under the Mental Health Act and 
admitted to Albany Lodge, in St 
Albans, a psychiatric unit run by the 
Trust. 

The Trust eventually decided to 
send Flatt to Abacus House, arriving 
on July 18, 2007. Mrs Bainbridge died 
on August 24 of that year. 

It was found guilty of contravening 
a health a safety regulation by failing 
to make a suitable assessment of the 
risk Flatt posed. 

It was also convicted of a second 
charge of failing to discharge a duty 
to ensure persons not in its employ¬ 
ment were exposed to risks to their 
health and safety. 

Menna, of Periwinikle Lane, 
Dunstable, was found guilty of con¬ 
travening a health a safety regulation 
by failing to carry out a risk assess¬ 
ment and two charges of failing to 
discharge a duty. 

In April 2009, Flatt was ordered to 
be detained for an indefinite period 
in a secure hospital after being 
deemed unfit to plead. 



Author who left Iraq 
celebrates graduation 


AN IRAQI woman who fled 
Baghdad after the toppling of 
Saddam Hussein graduated with a 
PhD in Philosophy from the 
University of Bedfordshire this 
week. 

Dr May Witwit [pictured], a 52- 
year-old ex-English lecturer at 
Baghdad University, left her home 
country in 2008 and funded her 
stay in the UK through the 
publishing of her book Talking 
About Jane Austen in Baghdad: the 
True story of an Unlikely 
Friendship in 2010. 

The book details her 
correspondence with BBC World 
Service reporter Bee Rowlatt 
during post-war Iraq. 


They struck up email 
correspondence and exchanged 
about the challenges Dr Witwit 
faced through the lack of 
electricity, water and sanitation. 

At one point she had a dead body 
lying outside her house for three 
days and it was at this point she 
decided to escape the war-torn 
country. 

When Dr Witwit arrived in the UK 
she was directed to the Council 
for Assisting Refugee Academics 
by Bee and this led her to the 
university. 

Speaking about her ceremony, 
she said: “I felt very proud because 
I have never been through a grand 
ceremony like that.”

College cleared of ‘cheating’ allegations 


A COLLEGE has been cleared of any 
wrong-doing following allegations it 
had tampered with students’ grades 
prior to an inspection by Ofsted. 

Two weeks ago this paper reported 
that the Skills Funding Agency [SFA] 
was conducting an investigation into 
‘allegations of data manipulation’ at 
Barnfield College. 

The SFA has since said: “We have 
now received the findings of the 
college’s independent audit into 


allegations relating to data 
manipulation at Barnfield College 
and are satisfied with the conclusion 
that there is no evidence to 
substantiate these allegations.” 

Barnfield College, which has 
campuses in New Bedford Road, 
Enterprise Way and York Street in 
Luton, was downgraded from 
‘oustanding’ to ‘satisfactory’ in the 
latest Ofsted inspection, which 
started on April 23. 


During the investigation a 
spokeswoman for the college had 
said: “This claim is totally unfounded 
and we are working in partnership 
with the SFA to investigate the 
individual responsible for deliberately 
creating this fictitious and wholly 
inaccurate story - it undermines the 
great work and achievements of our 
students and staff. 

“It is a real shame that one 
individual can create such a stir.” 


Claims of sex assault 
investigated by cops

THE common assault charge 
against the man arrested in con¬ 
nection with the alleged sexual 
assault of a 19-year-old Sikh 
woman last month has been 
dropped after police confirmed 
they are now investigating claims 
of a serious sexual assault. 

The man in question was due to 
appear before Luton Magistrates' 
Court on Monday but the Crown 
Prosecution Service dropped the 
case for legal reasons. 


Hundreds of members from the 
Sikh community held a protest out¬ 
side Luton police station, Buxton 
Road on May 29 in relation to an 
alleged sexual assault. 

This led to a meeting between 
police and members of the Sikh 
community at the Guru Nanak 
Gurdwara temple in Dallow Road, 
Luton. 

A spokesman for the police said: 
“We understand that the CPS has 
made the decision to halt court pro¬ 
ceedings in relation to a common 
assault charge due to legal reasons. 

“However, Bedfordshire Police 


would like to reassure communities 
that a thorough investigation into 
an allegation of a serious sexual 
assault is continuing. 

“A man has been arrested in con¬ 
nection with this investigation and 
released on police bail pending the 
outcome of the investigation.” 

A CPS spokeswoman said: “It’s not 
appropriate to pursue a lesser 
charge when there is a more serious 
case to consider. 

“The defendant is on police bail 
for these serious charges and the 
CPS will make a choice based on 
what the police find.” 


Problem families cost taxpayers £40m 


LUTON’S‘troubled’ families cost taxpayers nearly £40 
million. 

That is the figure estimated by the Government’s 
Troubled Families Unit, and refers to those where there is 
an adult on out-of-work benefits, children not attending 
school and family members involved in crime or anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Luton Borough Council is using the Government’s 
Troubled Families Programme to combat the problem, 
and will be working with 175 of these families this year. 

It is hoped this initiative will move these families from 
crisis to stability with the support of a range of 
professionals, to achieve ‘positive outcomes’ with them 
and ultimately reduce costs. 

Cllr Waheed Akbar said: “With agencies providing 
targeted support we can get adults back into work, 


reduce the number of children playing truant and reduce 
anti social behaviour activities in the town. 

“This initiative aims to strengthen families, therefore our 
programme has been renamed ‘Stronger Families’ to 
reflect this positive outcome.” 

To achieve this, the council has been given 40 per cent 
of the costs of ‘intervention’ measures on a ‘payment by 
results’ arrangement over the next three years. 

In addition to those families meeting the ‘troubled’ 
criteria to be included in the programme, the council will 
also be targeting families where there are frequent police 
call-outs or arrests, or which have adults with proven 
offences in the past year. 

The council is currently identifying families for the 
scheme, securing funding and commissioning 
intervention work. 



Burglar is 
wanted for 
breaking 
probation 
conditions 

A BURGLAR who breached 
his probation conditions is 
being hunted by police. 

Graham Pinsent, 42, 
lpictured] was jailed in 
October 2010 for the 
burglary of a house in 
Runley Road, Luton, in March 
earlier that year. 

He was released from 
prison on licence on April 25 
of this year and is now 
wanted after breaking the 
conditions. 

Once found, Pinsent will be 
returned to prison where he 
will serve the remainder of 
his sentence until 
December 14, 2013. 

Pinsent is believed to be in 
the Luton area and is known 
to have contacts in the High 
Town, Luton North, Hockwell 
Ring, Leagrave, Dallow areas 
and it is believed he has 
also been spotted in the 
Toddington area.

Paraglider sues fellow 
pilot over broken back

A PARAGLIDER who broke his back in a 
mid-air collision when coming in to 
land is now battling for massive com¬ 
pensation in London’s High Court. 

Symon Petrou, a father-of-three from 
Luton who lived for paragliding until the 
October 2009 tragedy on Dunstable 
Downs, fractured his spine when the 
wing tip of another glider struck his foot 
around 15ft off the ground, sending him 
toppling to the earth. 

The 53-year-old had to wear a stabilis¬ 
ing brace for around eight months after 
the accident and is still dogged by severe 
pain due to his injuries. 

He was left an ‘incomplete paraplegic’, 
suffering from lack of sensation, reduced 
mobility, and acute fatigue after walking 
just a few hundred yards. 

But one of the most devastating results 
of the accident was having to abandon 


paragliding, which had been his passion. 

Mr Petrou is now suing the novice pilot, 
Marcio Bertoncello, who he claims 
caused the accident, as well as James Dell 
and Gary Cooper, in their capacity as the 
then chairman and safety officer of the 
Dunstable Hang-Gliding and Paragliding 
Club. 

Mr Petrou’s lawyers claim the accident 
came after Mr Bertoncello, who was tak¬ 
ing an ‘airspace test’, failed to ensure the 
path was clear before ‘lifting the wing of 
his paraglider into the path of the 
approaching Mr Petrou’. 

Mr Petrou had carried out several 
flights that morning ‘without incident’ 
before disaster struck on his final 
descent, his barrister, John Kimbell, 
claims. 

He had ‘soared backwards and forwards’ 
in the Tift band’ created by a nearby slope 
when he decided to descend while 50ft 
above ground level. 

As he approached his landing point, at 
a height of around 25 feet, Mr 


Bertoncello was still on the ground, 
preparing for a ‘reverse launch’. It is 
alleged that he then began to lift off with¬ 
out checking that the airspace was clear. 

All defendants in the case deny liability 
for Mr Petrou’s accident, insisting that Mr 
Bertoncello did his utmost to ensure a 
safe take-off, checking for a ‘clear air¬ 
space for the path of his intended 
launch’. He had no reason to think that 
Mr Petrou was intending to land near 
him, and ‘reasonably assumed’ it would 
be safe to lift his wing. 

The hearing of Mr Petrou’s damages 
claim is set for November, but reached 
the High Court in a preliminary clash 
between lawyers on both sides. 

One of the initial issues to be resolved 
by Mr Justice Griffith Williams is whether 
Mr Petrou can take legal action against 
an ‘unincorporated’ club of which he was 
himself a member. 

Mr Petrou learnt to paraglide in 2006 
and had 20 hours of flying time behind 
him when injured. 


Neglect charge over pensioner left on bus overnight 


A 43-YEAR-OLD council employee has 
been charged with neglect in relation to 
an elderly lady being left on a bus 
overnight. 

The woman had been picked up from a 


day centre and should have been 
dropped off at her sheltered accommo¬ 
dation. 

Susan McLaughlin, of Brunei Road, 
Luton, was arrested in May after police 


received a report of a woman in her 80s 
with dementia being left at Luton 
Borough Council’s Kingsway depot. 

Ms Mclauglin will appear before Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on August 8.

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Just 5,500 tickets 
sold for concerts

THE council revealed this week it only managed to 
sell just over 5,500 tickets for the Love Luton Festival 
concerts - after initially estimating it needed to sell a 
total of 20,000 to break even. 

Luton Borough Council leader Hazel Simmons 
announced the figures during Tuesday’s Town Hall 
meeting before saying there was a possibility the full 
report into the four-day event might not be produced 
until September. 

Just 2,455 tickets were sold at the full £30 price, with 
74 going for £25 and 3,158 sales coming after tickets 
were cut to £15 on June 13 - making a total of 5,687 
sales. 

A report into the festival by the council in December 
last year stated that 10,000 tickets needed to be sold 
for each of the Friday and Saturday events in order for 
it to break even. It also forecasted a revenue of 
£526,000 from ticket sales. 

A council spokesman said: “As Cllr Simmons men¬ 
tioned at full council this week, these figures are from 
an old report which were based on the original antic¬ 
ipated costs. As we closely risk managed this project 
throughout, we compensated for cheaper tickets and 
the level of sales by reducing our infrastructure costs 
elsewhere. 

“We downsized various elements of the event to save 
on costs originally accounted for. The original report 
also didn’t account for additional revenue streams we 
had as part of the event. 

“It would be inappropriate to comment on the pos¬ 
sible totals for revenue and expenditure until all the 
information is collated.” 

Labour Cllr Simmons said: “There is still work to be 
done before final accounts are produced but we will 
come back to the public and tell them exactly how 
much it cost. We are hoping this will be in September.” 

Liberal Democrat leader Councillor David Franks 
criticised the council for not utilising the services of 
professional promoters and ‘putting on concerts 
aimed at teenage girls’. 


Government gives the nod to new school

River Bank Primary School will be built on the 
site of the former Wardown Swimming and Leisure 
Centre, based at Bath Road, Luton. 

Charitable trust Active Luton can now proceed to 
the next stage of the free school process, which 
brings them one step closer to opening the school 
in the Biscot Ward of the town where there is a high 
demand for places. 

Helen Barnett, chief executive of Active Luton, 
said: “This is fantastic news. 

“Active Luton already delivers educational pro¬ 
grammes within a number of schools in the town 


and opening a free school is a natural extension of 
our services. 

“The free school will not only help to alleviate the 
shortage of school places but we will also be able to 
use physical education and sport to raise academ¬ 
ic standards.” 

River Bank Primary, which is due to open in 2013, 
with the capacity to accommodate 840 pupils, will 
deliver a broad balanced curriculum focusing on 
physical activity, health and wellbeing. 

The school will initially pen with the reception 
year group for pupils aged four to five years pro¬ 
viding 120 places, further year groups will be 
added each year.

“Even in buildings that appear 
to be disused you will not know if 
the main electrical supply has 
been cut off. 

“Both these men had a lucky 
escape on Sunday and others 
should heed this warning.”

Cruise battle looms

A HOLIDAYMAKER who says he 
endured a nightmare voyage 
across the Atlantic when his 
cruise ship was lashed by high 
winds has brought his compen¬ 
sation claims to the High Court. 

Anthony Howe, of Pomfret 
Avenue, Luton, was among pas¬ 
sengers on board the MV Athena 
when it was hit by a storm in 
2006. 

His claim for compensation has 
now gone before a judge, who will 
have to decide whether it is fair 
for the case to go ahead after a 
six-year delay. 

Mr Howe set off on the 24-day 
Maple Leaf Cruise to New York, 
New England and Canada in 
September 2006 and was looking 
forward to visiting Nova Scotia 
and Maine before sailing into the 
Big Apple. 


But the trip of a lifetime turned 
into a holiday from hell when the 
ship hit heavy storms and high 
winds. 

One passenger was killed falling 
down a flight of stairs and a num¬ 
ber of others were injured as they 
tumbled from their bunks or fell 
over as the ship listed in the bad 
weather. 

Mr Howe is among 17 passen¬ 
gers who say they were hurt and 
is now bringing a claim for sub¬ 
stantial damages. 

His lawyers claim the travel 
company that booked them on 
the cruise and the ship’s owners 
and operators should be held 
liable for his injuries because of 
the ‘negligent’ decision to set out 
in such bad weather and the lack 
of proper warnings. 

He is suing Travelscope 
Holidays Limited and the 
Athena’s owners and operators, 
Classic International Cruises SA 


and Arcalia Shipping Company 
Limited, who deny liability. 

Lawyers for the owners and 
operators are now arguing that 
the passengers’ claims should be 
struck out due to the ‘inordinate 
and inexcusable delays’ in bring¬ 
ing the cases to court. 

They say crucial witnesses, such 
as ship’s safety and medical offi¬ 
cers, may not be able to attend a 
hearing so long after the event 
and that their defence has been 
seriously prejudiced by the delay. 

However, Andrew Young, for Mr 
Howe, insisted the case can still 
be given a fair hearing and that 
striking out the passengers’ 
claims without a full trial would 
be ‘draconian’. 

Mr Justice Teare - who saw “no 
reason why the case has dragged 
on so long” - reserved his judg¬ 
ment on the preliminary issue 
and will give his ruling at an 
unspecified later date.

Inspections by council surveyors 
revealed it needed repairs to its piers, 
timber beams, bolts and cable 
connections. 

The council is now arranging for a 
more detailed examination of the 
bridge, which spans the park’s lake, 
aimed at identifying the most 


accurate estimated cost of repairs. 

Cllr Mohammed Ashraf said: “The 
bridge is an iconic feature of the park 
and has given more than 100 years of 
great service. Unfortunately it now 
seems it is due some additional 
attention and care and is likely to be 
out of service for some months. 

“With the school holidays just 
beginning the timing is not ideal. 
Sadly, there is no alternative but to 
close the bridge until further notice.”

QUICK STIP 
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Time to protect parks 

SIR - Luton Borough Council is 
currently reviewing its local plan 
and details of how to respond to 
the first stage are in LutonLine, the 
council’s newssheet and via the 
council’s web page under ‘Current 
Consultations’. 

Those that are interested to read 
through the questions being asked 
will notice that the council is also 
inviting people to identify land that 
may have potential for develop¬ 
ment. They even go as far, in the 
article, as giving the example of 
parks. 

So if you want to protect your 
local park from the threat of hous¬ 
ing development, I urge you to act 
now by responding and getting 
involved in the development of the 
Luton Local Plan. 

If you want evidence that you 
need to act now, look no further 
than the community in Hockwell 
Ring who are currently fighting off 
a planning application for housing 
development on green space in the 
Ickley Close/Butely Road area. 

Recent Government publications 
including the New National 
Planning Framework and the 
recent Environment White Paper 
have suggested that local people 
should have a way of identifying 
parks and green-space that are 
important to them through a ‘Local 
Green Space’ designation. 

It may be that I am a cynic, but 
the council may be more interested 
in designating land for house 
building than protecting the local 
green spaces that we love. 

So respond to the Local Plan ask¬ 
ing for green space to be protected 
and for any development to take 
place on previously developed 
(Brownfield sites). 

In addition if you have a local 
park that you love and wish to pro¬ 
tect for future generations, why not 
write to the CEO of the council and 
the leader of the council naming 
the park and telling them how you 
and your local community use and 
value the space. 

Then ask formally for it to be pro¬ 
tected as a ‘Local Green Space’ 
within the Local Plan. 

If you can add a petition of local 
signatures, even better. 

Together we can protect Luton’s 
valuable green space for our chil¬ 
dren and grandchildren.

Olympics is ‘past 
its sell by date’ 


SIR - At last some of our leading 
politicians (David Blunkett, Kate 
Hoey, the former Sports 
Minister) are beginning to ask 
the question that's been on so 
many people's lips for some 
time now - Are the Olympics 
worth it'? 

Admittedly I’m no great fan of 
what passes today for sport - 
and haven’t been since it lost its 
way from being about talented 
hard training amateurs and 
became all about money and 
winning at any price - including 
cheating. 

The Olympics used to be a 
celebration of all that’s good 
about sport but now the sport 
aspect is almost irrelevant.

That’s about £200 
each for every man woman and 
child in the country - very few of 
whom will even get a ticket, if 
only because the stadiums will 
be too full of security staff and 
the athletes’ own medical teams. 

Oh yes, and let’s not forget the 
hordes of‘corporate guests’ and 
‘celebs’ who will probably be so 
intent on stuffing themselves 
with Big Macs and free 
Heineken they won’t even notice 
the events. 

Good luck to all those involved 
in The Games but afterwards 
please pause a moment and let 
common sense rule by making 
this the very last Olympic 
Games. 

In a rapidly changing world 
they have suddenly exceeded 
their sell-by date. 

And my answer to Blunkett and 
Hoey is, of course, an unequivocal 
‘no, it’s not worth it’.

Animals in experiments 

SIR -1 was shocked to read the 
Government’s new figures for ani¬ 
mal experiments in the UK. 

They show that the number of 
experiments rose last year by 
68,100 to nearly 4 million: that’s 
more than 10,000 animals every 
single day. 

Animals in laboratories are poi¬ 
soned to death, they have chemi¬ 


cals rubbed into their skin or 
dripped into their eyes and they 
are made to inhale smoke or toxic 
fumes. 

Others are surgically damaged, 
given cancer and infected with 
viruses. Most are given no anaes¬ 
thetic at all. 

As well as being cruel, animal 
experiments are unreliable and 
even dangerously misleading when 
researchers try to relate the results 
to treating human disease. 

Therefore, we need to end vivi¬ 
section, and focus instead on non¬ 
animal techniques, including epi¬ 
demiology, microdosing, computer 
modelling and the use of tissue 
cultures. The results are directly 
applicable to human patients. 

One way in which all of us can 
show our support for humane non¬ 
animal research is by donating to 
medical research charities that 
exclusively fund those techniques - 
and avoiding charities that also 
fund vivisection.

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Assault mum 
baby born OK

A TEENAGE mother assault¬ 
ed during the final stages of 
pregnancy gave birth to a 
healthy baby boy - almost 
three weeks after the attack. 

The victim, 19-year-old Terri 
Turner, was walking along 
Dog Kennel Walk, Dunstable, 
on her way to a hospital 
appointment on June 26 
when she was approached by 
a man from behind and hit in 
the face. 

She received serious injuries 
but has since recovered and 
gave birth to little Noah in the 
early hours of July 12. 

Since the attack, Central 
Bedfordshire Council said it 
will be taking measures to 
make the area more secure 
and the pathway has been 
visited by the Chief Constable 
of Bedfordshire Police, Alfred 
Hitchcock. 

Police are still searching for 
the attacker and have distrib¬ 
uted posters to aid them with 
their inquiries. 


Detective Constable Gail 
Hawthorne said: “This inves¬ 
tigation is still continuing and 
it is important that officers 
speak to anyone who was in 
the area at the time of the 
assault as they could have 
information that may help. 

“We hope that the posters 
distributed this week in the 
area will spark people’s mem¬ 
ories and encourage the 
young man and woman who 
were seen standing at the 
junction of Dunstable and 
Cemetery Road to come for¬ 
ward and speak to officers. 

“These people do not have 
anything to fear but they 
could help identify others in 
the area.”

S O who wants the services 
of G4S now? Well 
apparently Bedfordshire 
Police Authority still do. 

Their favoured option to 
shave another £7 million off 
their budget is to privatise 
many of its services to G4S, the 
global security firm not very 
well known three weeks ago 
but now infamous. 

There is a plan B, but that is 
yet to be fleshed out and is still 
looking to have as much 
chance as I have of winning the 
100 metres Olympic final. This 
is partly because the two other 
forces with whom Bedfordshire 
collaborates, Hertfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire, still favour 
G4S. But also G4S is the ‘easy’ 
option, at least in the short 
term. If G4S take over the back 
office functions, all the nasty 
decisions will be made by 
them. If they don’t, then the 
police authority will have to 
find the savings, which will 
mean major redundancies, 
both back-office and front-line. 

They could of course point 
out to the Government that £7 
million is little more than a 
banker’s bonus for one year, or 
a tiny percentage of money 
HSBC allowed drugs barons to 
launder through their services, 
and tell the Home Secretary to 
get stuffed, but that is unlikely 
to happen. The can’t pay, won’t 
pay philosophy has yet to reach 
the public service. 

And talking of the public serv¬ 
ice, surely the irony of a priva¬ 
tised contract having to be

bailed out by the public sector 
cannot be lost even on this 
Government.As I wrote just 
three weeks ago before the 
Olympics fiasco had been 
revealed, privatisation is not 
about making the public sector 
more competitive or more effi¬ 
cient, but all about a neo-con¬ 
servative ideology. 

Bring back the pragmatic 
Tories, who were interested in 
what worked in reality, not in 
theory only. The most worrying 
aspect of this, which has not 
been touched on, is the security 
issue of G4S workers. 

Many people hired have been 
complaining about the process, 
not least that proper checks 
were not made. If these claims 
are true, the security risks could 
come from G4S being infiltrat¬ 
ed. I certainly hope this is not 
the case but there was little 
reassurance from comments I 
heard.And, as for Bedfordshire 
Police Authority - just bite the 
bullet and do it yourselves. 

T ALKING of bankers, I see 
little point in a 
Parliamentary Inquiry. 

A case of the incompetent 
judging incompetence. 

You may feel MPs would make 
good judges, but I think not. I 
doubt we will be hearing the 


forensic questioning that has 
been witnessed at the Leveson 
Inquiry. And MPs who have 
been most damning of the 
banks and bankers’ behaviour 
seem to have been overlooked 
for the inquiry. Some of those 
chosen will be more interested 
in scoring points than getting to 
the truth. Already I see head¬ 
lines of Bankersgate Whitewash. 

T ALKING of headlines, we 
are being called one of the 
laziest nations on earth. 
This is because we do not exer¬ 
cise as much as most other peo¬ 
ple on the planet. 

Without being too pedantic, 
that does not make us lazy and 
might mean just the opposite. 

When much younger I used to 
go swimming, cycling, play ten¬ 
nis and take long walks. 

This is because I was what my 
dad called ‘work-shy’. Which 
meant lots of free time but not 
much money, so I had the time 
to exercise and no cash to do 
anything else. These days, like a 
lot of others I know, working 
hours have grown a lot longer, 
along with family commitments, 
reducing the opportunity for 
exercise. Rather than lazy, I bet 
we are one of the hardest work¬ 
ing countries on the planet. If 
only we had the time for a jog.

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Council hits a bum 
note with PA boss

A PA company says it feels 
‘snubbed' by a decision to hire a 
non-town firm to put on services 
for the Love Luton Festival. 

Two-way radio supplier Red- 
Radio, based in High Town Road, 
said it wanted to provide the pub¬ 
lic address system for the event, 
but Luton Borough Council went 
for Kent-based Subfrantic 
Production Services. 

John French, who owns the 
company, feels similarly to Luton- 
based ATB Security boss Geoff 
Bennett, who we reported last 
week was unhappy outdoors 
events staff for the festival earlier 
this month had travelled as far as 
Great Yarmouth to be there. 

He thought Luton-based firms 
should have been used to boost 
local companies.

local and would save on travel 
costs. 

“We have in the past, from 2006 
until 2010, supplied PA equip¬ 
ment (public address and back¬ 
ground music) for the annual fire¬ 
works event run by the council. 

“The last time we did the PA for 
the fireworks was in 2010, which 
was, in fairness, the best ever 
event for fireworks that the coun¬ 


cil had done, and there was plen¬ 
ty of praise from the 20,000 atten¬ 
dees as well as for the superb 
sound system provided by us.” 

A council spokesman said: “The 
Love Luton 2012 Festival was the 
biggest event ever held in Luton 
and a number of companies were 
used, including local providers, 
who worked within a tight budget 
to provide value for money servic¬ 
es for the event. 

“Luton-based staff were used at 
the festival as part of the overall 
security provision. 

“Security was a major priority 
for the council and the compa¬ 
nies did a great job working 
together to ensure a very safe and 
enjoyable family weekend 
enjoyed by more than 75,000 peo¬ 
ple without any major incidents. 

“Wherever possible the council 
looks for local businesses to pro¬ 
vide services, and in 2011/12 
more than £43 million was spent 
with local providers.”

AS a hostel co-ordinator, 
Jekaterina Savenko looks after 
two hostels in Luton - one men 
only, the other women only. 

She basically helps people to 
turn their lives around, whether 
it’s because they’re suffering 
from drug addiction, alcoholism, 
domestic violence, mental health 
issues - anything which prevents 
them from being able to make 
lives for themselves. 

Luton Community Housing 
(LCH) provides ‘high standards 
of housing, care and support to 
our tenants, which are tailored to 
their individual needs’. 

LCH is a housing association 
that has been providing afford¬ 
able housing in Luton and South 
Bedfordshire since 1962. 

In 2002, the association 
changed its name to Luton 
Community Housing Ltd and 
remains a not-for-profit 
organisation. 

Its mission statement says: ‘We 
aim to involve our tenants in all 
aspects of the management of 
their homes and the develop¬ 
ment of their communities, so 
that they are in the driving seat, 
determining the way our services 
are delivered. 

‘We also engage with the wider 
community to identify and deliv¬ 
er community development pro¬ 
grammes that will improve the 
quality of life for all.’ 

The men’s hostel contains nine 
beds, while the women’s has six. 

Ms Savenko said: “I adore 
working with people. Sometimes 
we get five or six people coming 
to us every day, sometimes we

IT’S 50 years since a couple of church groups joined together 
to form a housing association due to concerns over social 
issues. Now Luton Community Housing - then called Luton 
Churches Housing Association - employs 50 staff with 420 
properties which help vulnerable people improve their quality 
of life, including providing them with a roof over their head. 
LUISTRACCIA spoke to co-ordinator Jekaterina Savenko, who 
looks after two hostels. 



will get nobody for a week or two. 
But it’s very rare we have any 
empty rooms - it’s an in-demand 
service. 

“All of them have some problem 
beneath their homelessness, so 
we help to enable them to pay 
the rent themselves so they can 
move out. 

“We try to use our skills to help 
them to try to make choices, giv¬ 
ing them information so they can 
use it.” 

A registered social landlord, 

LCH receives the bulk of its fund¬ 
ing from the Supporting People 
scheme, with a further £154 a 
week in housing benefits per ten¬ 
ant coming from Luton Borough 


Council. It is all vital funding, 
and it is especially appreciated 
when LCH’s clients first walk in 
the door, having either self- 
referred or been referred by an 
organisation. 

Ms Savenko said: “When they 
first come in, they have high sup¬ 
port needs. 

“We create a homely atmos¬ 
phere, so people can learn family 
skills if they need to. 

“Sometimes people can fail in 
their relationships, so we try to 
help them build trust in relation¬ 
ships.” 

But times are changing, and 
Government cuts mean LCH has 
to find other ways of working. 


LCH support services manager 
Eunice Mauchaza said: “Because 
of the cuts, we are having to look 
for partnership working with 
other agencies so we can access 
funding that might not have been 
available to us. 

“We are also thinking of forming 
social enterprises as another way 
to offset the cuts. The cuts are 
being imposed by the 
Government under their austerity 
measures. Central Government 
imposes cuts on local authorities 
who in turn pass on some of 
those cuts to us. 

“For people leaving our hostels 
and move into one of our general 
needs properties, they have the 
benefit of receiving support from 
our floating support officer. 

“The officer will support clients 
upon moving in to new accom¬ 
modation and during the move- 
on process, ensuring that they 
are clear about the contractual 
relationship between them and 
their landlord and what support 
is available once they have 
moved. 

“If later on they have problems, 
she will work with them to meet 
their identified housing related 
needs and signposting them to 
relevant external agencies if 
appropriate, this all in an effort 
to make sure they sustain their 
tenancies otherwise they will be 
back in the hostel.”

Mr Selous suggested that there 
need to be more links between 
communities and their care 
homes to help maintain high 
standards of care, and Mr 
Burstow agreed with this. 

Cllr Andrew Turner, from Central

“Providing good quality care that 
meets the needs of residents in 
our care homes is something that 
is of the utmost importance to us. 

“When issues regarding stan¬ 
dards of care are raised with us, 
they are investigated thoroughly 
in a timely manner and the out¬ 
comes shared with the individual 
or organisation who raised the 
initial concerns. 

“We welcome feedback from 
residents, and their carers, family 
and friends, as we work together 
to improve the quality of our 
services.”

Head 
of section, keeper Chris Smart said: "These three are a wonderful addition to the 
herd and so very precious because of their critically endangered status. Woburn 
Safari Park has been part of a breeding programme for these unique animals since 
1974 and the keepers are overjoyed at this success.

INTERVIEW 

TO be a successful Broadway director 
you have to know a good thing when 
you see it. Jerry Mitchell knew that 
Legally Blonde was a very good thing 
from the moment he set eyes on the 
script. 

Since it opened in London in 2010 it 
has played to packed houses and won 
critical acclaim, sometimes to the sur¬ 
prise of seasoned theatre reviewers who 
were convinced that they weren’t going 
to enjoy it. 

The show picked up three Laurence 
Olivier Awards including Best New 
Musical and last July, Legally Blonde 
opened in Liverpool at the start of a 
national tour that arrives in Milton 
Keynes at the end of this month. 

But what of the man who directed the 
show?

Jerry Mitchell talked to JUDY RILEY 
about what makes a great story, why 
people love Strictly Come Dancing and 
what to do if you fall flat on your back¬ 
side on stage... 

You have an amazing track record of 
being involved with successful shows. 
What is the first thing you look for in a 
script? 

“I always look for a great story and I 
always look for a character you can root 
for such as Tracey Turnblad in Hairspray 
or Elle Woods in Legally Blonde. They 
are characters that can teach us some¬ 
thing about ourselves; how not to throw 
in the towel when times get tough. And 
the shows all have a feel-good ending. 
They appeal to so many people because 
most of the population has been in love 
and lots feel that they have lost the love 
of their life and then rediscovered love.” 



What is the thing that has most sur¬ 
prised you about working on Legally 
Blonde? 

“I guess the biggest surprise for me 
was that it is not just a show for girls. 
The guys who see it, even if they are 
dragged along by their girlfriends or 
wives, have an amazing reaction to it. 
They love it.” 

Why do you think Strictly Come 
Dancing is such a success? 

“For me, dancing is like flying; every¬ 
one wants to do it but few can. I agree 
with George Bernard Shaw who 
described dancing as: ‘The vertical 
expression of a horizontal desire 
legalised by music.’ It’s such a sexy art.” 

Do you know anything about Milton 
Keynes? 

“I have no knowledge of Milton 
Keynes though I have looked it up on 
the internet.” (I fear that won't help 
you negotiate the roundabouts, 
Jerry!) 

You’ve enjoyed fantastic 
success over the years but 
what has been the most 
embarrassing moment 
in your career? 

“I was dancing in A 
Chorus Line on 
Broadway, I kicked 
my leg up and fell 
flat on my back - but 
I got up and started 
all over again!”

Fuel 
economy is rated at 80.4mpg on the combined cycle 
with a very impressive C02 figure of just 79g/km. 

If you live in London or need a low tax company car, 
it's an absolute no-brainer. For the rest of us who 
maybe aren't 100% sold on the environmental 
message and merely fancy a well-built car that will 
cost buttons to run, it's not quite such a slam dunk of 
a deal. In fact, it doesn't work out much different in 
cost to buying and running a cheaper petrol-powered 
model over three years. That pricing decision is 
probably deliberate on Toyota's part, as they need to 
maximise their profits without making the Hybrid a 
financial non-starter, but look beyond the billboard 
ads and you have an interesting car.

FOOTBALL 

LUTON fans who missed the debut of 
new signing Matt Robinson on Monday 
need only search the Internet for his 
self made video - a clips package the 
midfielder had hoped might showcase 
his talents in the USA before the 
Hatters came calling. 

The 18-year-old prospect was released 
by the Leicester City Academy at the end 
of last season but he’d already made 
contingency plans with a video 
highlights package, just as ex-England 
star Owen Hargreaves had done when 
Manchester United released him. 

Robinson said: “The reason I did it was 
because there was a point last year 
where I was not doing particularly well 
in the youth team at Leicester. 

“I was quite bright in my college work 
and people were saying, ‘Why don’t you 
consider going to America?’ 

“I said, ‘How? No-one has ever seen me 
play.’ All the games are filmed for 
statistics and analysis so the video guy at 
Leicester said he’d put together my clips. 

“I used to see him every week and 
analyse my own performance game 
anyway and he put a montage of all my 
best clips together, so I could send it off. 

“I put in on YouTube to be viewed, but 


it’s nice for people to be able to see it.” 
Now the teenager is hoping to repay 
Luton boss Paul Buckle’s faith in him 
after he penned a two-year contract 
following a stand out showing in the 1-0 
win over Hitchin on Monday. 

The manager said: “Matt is a real 
prospect - it’s not often I will give out 
two year contracts to an 18-year-old.” 

Robinson replied: “I’m thankful he’s 
given me this opportunity. He’s done his 
part in giving me the contract and it’s up 
to me to prove why I got it.” 

Robinson is no stranger to his new club 
as he trained with the Hatters at the back 
end of last term after Under-18s boss 
Paul Driver had seen him play for the 
Foxes Academy at Fulham. 

He also revealed that his mother is also 
a Hatters fan and he said: “My mum is a 
Futon supporter - she is from 
Harpenden, which isn’t too far away. 

“She’s told me about how she used to 
get off the train at Feagrave and walk 
down Dunstable Road to the stadium, so 
I know a bit about the club. 

“They’ve got a big history, they are a big 
club and to get back to the Football 
Feague is the main aspiration for this 
season.”

AFC Dunstable boss Alex 
Butler believes he’s signed the 
players that can bring home 
the league title, despite four 
of his men switching to rivals 
Dunstable Town. 

Last season was their first in 
the South Midlands League 
Premier Division after being 
promoted as Division One 
champions and they pushed 
their Creasey Park 
neighbours and eventual 
winners Royston Town right 
up until the final weeks of the 
campaign, eventually 

finishing third. 

It’s been a speedy rise for 
Dunstable’s new kids on the 
block who three year’s ago 
were playing on a park pitch 
but now ground share a £3.5 
million stadium with the 
more famous Blues. 

Butler is planning their 
ascent to continue, saying: 
"We’ve just brought in some 
quite capable new signings 
and it looks as though we’ll 
have a strong enough side to 
compete for the title again 
this year,” the manager said. 

“Dunstable Town and 
ourselves are going to have 
very good sides and, in 
addition to that, I expect a 
couple of other teams to be in 
the mix. 

“Aylesbury United have 
signed some very good 
players, while Oxhey Jets will 
be up there too.” 

There has been a lot of 
movement across Creasey 
Park this summer as Butler 
revealed that Dunstable Town 
tried to tempt eight AFC 
players. 

“The four that have gone to 
Dunstable were made big 
money offers,” Butler said. 

“They turned it down in the 
first place but when the offers 
were increased they finally 
relented. They [Dunstable 
Town] approached eight 
players in total and four 
players told them there was 
no way they’d leave AFC 
Dunstable, no matter how 
much they were offered.” 

The quartet of Jonathan 
Barnett, Graeme Buchanan, 
Moses Olaleye and Tony 
Burnett did make the move, 
while Kyle Lincoln moved up 
the leagues to Hitchin Town 
and Butler’s son Josh has 
emigrated to Australia. 

“The team spirit at the club 
is fantastic and that’s what 
has enabled us to retain 
players when they’ve been 
offered more money

elsewhere,” Butler said. “Top 
goalscorer BJ Christie, Dan 
Ryan and captain James 
Baldry are staying after 
approaches from a number of 
clubs and that’s out of 
loyalty.” 

The former two, in 
particular, had signed on for 
Hemel Hempstead Town but 
then opted to stay at 
Dunstable. 

“Year in, year out, we have 
approaches made to our 
players but we’ve always been 
able to retain the majority of 
them because the team spirit 
at the club is so high. 

“Up until this season the 
players had been playing for 
free so we’ve punched way 
above our weight.” 

This is the first year that AFC 
will operate with a playing 
budget - small though it is - 
and added to Butler’s ranks 
are former Blues duo Mike 
Moss and Lee Burgoyne, plus 
Crawley FC midfielder Ricky 
Clark and defender Dan 
Gleabulls. 

Yesterday, AFC played host 
to Blue Square Bet Premier 
big boys Luton Town for the 
inaugural pre-season David 
Preece Memorial Trophy - 
named in honour of Hatters’ 
late midfield hero - and it was 
a fixture that held a special 
place for the OD’s chief and 
his some of his players. 

“I’ve always been a Luton 
Town fan,” Butler said, 
adding: “In fact, David Preece 
was my favourite player. 

“He was probably one of the 
pathfinders when he came to 
playing the beautiful game 
-he was an absolute legend. 

“It shows how far we’ve 
come as a club that Luton 
would bring their strongest 
squad to play us. 

“We’ve come from the lower 
leagues and we’ve improved 
on and off the pitch. We have 
30 teams in total and we are 
now the biggest community 
club in Bedfordshire.”

DAVE Willmott stands on the verge of a 
shot at a world crown but admits he is 
humbled by all the title talk after he 
became ISICA 78.1kg intercontinental 
K1 champion. 

The Storm Gym/East West kickboxer 
revealed that he had to summon up The 
Bull [his nickname] to come back from 
the brink and beat Romania Ion Pascu. 

The brutal five round headline battle 
that topped Pure Force Promotions’ 
World Domination II show at Luton 
Liquid nightclub last Sunday ended with 
an unanimous victory for the emotional 
hometown warrior. 

Now Storm Gym chief Amir Subasic has 
wasted no time in confirming a big end 
of year show named ‘Conquer the World’ 
in which the recovered drug addict will 
bid to become the best on the planet. 

Willmott said: “Amir has put me 
forward for a world title fight but when I 
think of them, I imagine [boxers] Chris 
Eubank, Nigel Benn and all the famous 
people that I look up to - I don’t class 
myself in the category of world title 
material. 

“Other people might but I struggle to 
get my head around it.” 

It has long been Subasic’s aim to make 
his New Bedford Road gym a breeding 
ground for world champions and the 
intercontinental crown is the 
penultimate piece in the jigsaw before a 
shot at the biggest belt of all. 

He already has one world beater in 
Andrew ‘King Cobra’ Tate and, realise it 
or not, Willmott is now tantalisingly close 
to the same dizzy heights after a 
remarkable year in which he had 
previously added the British strap to his 
English honours. 

For now though, it’s still not sunk in 
that he’s the owner of an intercontinental 
belt. 

“I just see myself as me,” he explained, 
adding: “A lot of people have said, ‘You 
are intercontinental champion’, but I 
don’t really see it. 

“It was a hard fight and I’m just glad 
that I won. 

“I’m still sore and it will probably sink 
in next week. 

“I’ll fight anyone, anywhere - I just 
enjoy doing it, I do it for the community 
of people it has allowed me to meet and 
a belt is a bonus.” 

The hometown hero’s intercontinental 
destiny looked to be hanging by a thread 
as Pascu wobbled him in the second 
round of five. 

But in a bruising encounter that swung 
one way then the next, Willmott was 
spurred on by the crowd chanting his 


name and he dug deep, using his knees 
to devastating effect. 

He admitted: “My game plan was to go 
in there and have fun with him. I was 
going to be a technical assassin. 

“Normally I have a big stare down with 
my opponent before the fight but he 
looked hungry and big, so that all went 
out of the window. 

“I tried to get technical on him in the 
first and second rounds but he caught 
me a few times and it hurt. 

“In the end I had to go to plan B which 
was to bring out the Bull and have a war 
with him. 

“I’ve watched it back and thought, ‘how 
the hell did I manage to survive that?”’ 

Willmott’s win was the only Storm 
triumph in three intercontinental 
showdown’s as Nigel Thomas was beaten 
by Mihal Barbu and Paul Douglas 
suffered a unanimous loss to Mikey 
Worscewick. 

Willmott said: “Nigel congratulated me 
but we didn’t talk too much about his 
fight. But since I’ve been at Storm Gym, 
Paul Douglas is one of the people I’ve 


looked up to. I find him very 
inspirational with how he handles 
himself in training and his technical 
abilities. 

“When he lost I went to his changing 
room and told him that despite not 
winning the belt that he will always be a 
hero of mine, win or lose.” 

There was also a first 32kg Junior 
Southern Area Muay Thai title for Storm’s 
Tyler Donnell and an impressive 
stoppage victory for gym-mate George 
Gormley, who stopped John 
‘Juggernaught’ Quinnell. 

But it was a unanimous triumph for 
English champion Anthony Edwards, in 
which he outclassed Isaac Roachford, 
which Willmott thinks will be another 
step on a championship-laden career for 
the teenager. 

“Anthony Edwards is only 15 years old 
and it amazes me that he’s got his first 
English title. I think he’ll be Storm’s next 
Andrew Tate. He’s a good lad, quite 
grounded and I like that about him.”

Haiderys then managed to peg 
Pakistanis back with few wickets coming 
from the bowling of Rahim Azim [2-19] but 
it was left to Mohammed Haroon, who hit 
a well-timed knock of 28, to take book 
their place in the final. 

They face a tussle with defending cup 
holders Luton Majesties, who marched on 
to the showpiece with a comfortable 
victory over Luton Hawks. 

Electing to bat first, Majesties coasted 


along to 123-8 with Asad Rashid’s 33 and 
Tahir Iqbal’s 26 giving their team a solid 
start. It was then left to Haroon Azad who 
hit 20 off the last over to boost the total. 

Hawks never looked comfortable 
chasing the target as some early wickets 
fell to Adil [2-15] and Tahir [3-13]. Although 
Naeem Ahmed’s 27 gave his team some 
hope they were all out for just 80.

SCOTT Rendell admits he’d love to score 
against old team Wycombe Wanderers 
to mark his Kenilworth Road debut 
when the Chairboys come to Luton on 
Wednesday. 

The striker joined the Hatters last 
month, making the move from the 
League Two outfit, despite having a year 
left to run on his contract, to link up with 
former manager Paul Buckle. 

The 25-year-old made his Town debut 
on Monday as they began their pre-sea- 
son campaign with a 1-0 win over 
Hitchin, in which Rendell impressed in a 
first half run out. 

While the Canaries’ Southern League 
Premier rivals St Albans City play host to 
Luton tomorrow (7.45pm) it’s the Blue 
Square Bet Premier giant’s first home fix¬ 
ture of the summer that has most caught 
the attention of the goalscorer. 

Td love to start and get a goal. As a 
striker I want to score in every game but 
it’s a little more special when you play 
against an old team so soon after leav¬ 
ing. I’ve no bitterness towards the club 
whatsoever. I had a great season the first 
year I was there and we got promotion. 

“Unfortunately they got relegated last 
season, but I wasn’t really part of that 
apart from he first two games. 

“It’s a good club but I’ve moved on and 
now I need to concentrate on Luton 
Town.” 


“It will be my first chance to pull the 
shirt on at Kenilworth Road, which I’m 
really looking forward to. It just happens 
to be against my old team,” he said. 

“It might give me a little extra motiva¬ 
tion to show the Luton fans what I can 
do. 

“It’s a game that I want to be involved 
in and every player wants to do well 
against their old clubs and I’m no differ¬ 
ent. 

“Even though it’s a pre-season friendly 
it is a chance to show them [Wycombe] 
something that they are missing out on. 

“Hopefully I can play my part in that 
game and do well. 

“It will be weird. I’m still in contact with 
the boys there, like Dave Winfield, Nikki 
Bull and Stuart Beavon. 

“It will be good to see them again. I’ll 
wish them well for the new season but, 
ultimately I’ve got to do a job for Luton 
Town Football Club and that’s what I’ll 
be focused on.” 

Town’s first home pre-season fixture 
should see a few ex-Hatters in the 
Wanderers squad with Matthew Spring 
and Gary Doherty among the ranks led 
by boss and former Town midfielder 
GaryWaddock. 

Luton have also added a new pre-sea- 
son match to their schedule and will 
travel to Brackley Town on August 1 
(7.45pm).
